n ile flight fulfilled for Captain Von 
Gron au, crisp-spoken veteran of the 
G erm an Imperial Navy flying service, 
an old d re am and gained him the dis­ 
tinction of being the first to land a 
trans-A tl anti c plane in 
New 
York 
harbor. 
Added gla m our was given to 
the 
flight by the fact that it was made in 
an old 
reconditioned ship, used 
by 
Am und sen in the Arctic exploration 
an d by Captain F ra n k Courtney in an 
ab ortive attem pt to span the Atlantic. 
It was estimated the fliers covered 
about 4,000 nautical miles in a flying 
time of forty-seven hours. 
E nroute 
here they stopped in Greenland, L a b ra ­ 
dor and Nova Scotia. 
A shout from 5,000 th r o a ts heralded 
the p la ne’s arrival. It headed across 
th e tip of Manhattan, circled the S ta ­ 
tue of Liberty in salute and then came 
down, landing gracefully about fifty 
y a rd s from the aquari um . 
It had been expected the plane would 
land off th e Sta tue of Liberty and the 
municipal tug Maeom with a reception 
Committee aboard was headed there 
when the plane came down. The tug 
tu rned 
al>oiit an d 
the fliers 
were 
transfibrred to her. After a reception 
ash o r e they returned to thei r plane 
an d flew it to the East River, where 
it 
w h s housed in a police hangar. 
Captain von G ro nau said they had 
no idea when they left the Isle of Sylt 
in th e North Sea that they were on 
th eir Way to New York. 
“ I wanted to see how it would go, 
how the w eath er was and so on, be­ 
fore I definitely decided to continue,” 
he said. 
‘‘I can hardly expres s my feeling in 
being here. The dre am of my whole 
pilot’s life has been to alight some day 
in this wonderful ha rb or of New Yolk 
and see your gra nd eity.” 
He paid tribute to Lieut. C om m a nd­ 
er Reade of the l \ S. Navy, who flew 
to Europe in 1919, and to the Army 
Rou nd-the-World fliers who in 1921 
flew over much of the route followed 
by von Gronau. 
“ We hope it is not very long before 
a tran s-A tl an ti c sea plane is landing in 
New York ha rbor every day,” he said 
but declared it would ta ke a great 
deal of broad organization to make 
possible a trans-Atl anti c comm ercial 
service over the North Atlantic route. 
Captain von Gronau said he and his
